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/A  ARATOGA  SPRINGS  is  the  ()x\een  of  Resorts,  and  at  no  other  place  in 
•^  tile  World  is  so  much  splendor  concentrated  in  so  limited  a  space.  The 
(tp  Village  is  surrovnided  b\-  beautiful  scenery,  with  blue  ranges  of  mountains 
visible  upon  either  side.  The  Spring.s — twenty-eight  in  number — no  two  of 
which  are  precisely  alike  in  composition,  are  among  the  natural  curiosities  of  the 
universe.  The  \'illage  has  a  resident  population  of  12,000  and  a  Summer  pop- 
ulation sometimes  of  60,000.
